There following incident occurred during the examinations this month:   

 During the morning cosmetology exam on April 9, A-4 cut her finger on the left hand 
with the razor while demonstrating a haircut.  She stopped the demonstration and 
followed all safety and infection control procedures.  She bandaged her finger, gloved her 
hand and proceeded with the haircut demonstration.  Cosmetology inspectors Brenda 
Morgan and Rose Horner completed the incident report. 

 During the afternoon cosmetology exam, A-4 cut her left hand with shears.  She followed 
all safety and infection control procedures, gloved her hand and returned to the haircut 
demonstration.  Cosmetology inspectors Brenda Morgan and Rose Horner completed the 



incident report.  Note: The incident report was not dated; however, it would have been 
either April 9 or 10 when these examiners were administering the exams. 

 During the morning cosmetology exam on April 16, B-2 and B-3 suffered a cut finger 
with shears.  B-2 followed appropriate procedures but failed to double bag the blood- 
soiled articles.  B-3 failed to double-bag the blood-soiled articles or put on a glove after 
cleaning up.  Cosmetology inspectors Sheila Caudle and Pat Jackson completed the 
incident report. 

 During the morning cosmetology exam on April 16, A-7 suffered a blood spill.  Shaunta 
Belmont was called to the candidate’s station and led A-7 to the first-aid kits in the front 
of the exam facility.  A-7 followed all safety and infection control procedures.  A-7 was 
visibly upset and crying.  Cosmetology inspectors Pat Jackson and Sheila Caudle 
completed the incident report.
